The most dangerous mines in th 
'uitcd States are iu Hchujlkill comity 
'eunsjbania, one man being killed 
here for e^ery 31.000 tons mined. One 
nnn is killed iu England for every 138,- 
100 tons rained, one in Pennsylvania 
for every 88,000 tons, and one in Ohio 
for every 133,000 tons. This destruction 
of human life ought always to be con- 
sidered when making complaints about 
dear fuel. 
No doubt the piiees often 


charged for coal are too dear, but the 
excess of charges is on the part of those 
who own the mines, and never on thut 
of those who work them.
